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CONCORDIA RECTOR APPOINTED TO SECOND TERM 


Montréal / November 16, 1988 --- Dr. Patrick Kenniff has 
been appointed to a second, five-year term as Rector and Vice- 
Chancellor of Concordia University. The announcement was made 
today by the Chairman of the University’s Board of Governors, Me 
P. André Gervais. 

Dr. Kenniff’s term will run from June 1, 1989 to May 31, 
1994. 

A former Université Laval law professor and Québec 
Government Deputy Minister, Dr. Kenniff was first appointed 
Rector in June 1984. 

He has guided Concordia University through a dynamic period 
marked by the start-up of a major building programme on 
Concordia’s two campuses, the completion of the University’s $25 
million Capital Campaign, the commitment of the _ senior 
administration to a systematic programme to improve the status of 
women throughout the University community, the initiation of a 
long-term planning process and the signing of precedent-setting 
international agreements. 

Me Gervais said that the accomplishments of recent years 
have led to the emergence of Concordia University as a major 


force in Canadian education circles. 
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"We expect that the University will continue to move ahead 
with renewed self-assurance under Dr. Kenniff’s strong and 
capable leadership," he said, "and we look forward with pride and 
excitement to five years of continued development in a number of 
important areas, most notably academic programmes and 
initiatives. 

"The Rector will surely play, as he has in the past, a very 
creative role in fostering excellence in all sectors of the 
University," Me Gervais said. 

A graduate of the London School of Economics and Political 
Science and Université Laval, Dr. Kenniff pursued his 
undergraduate studies at Loyola College, one of Concordia 
University’s two founding institutions. 

Following five years of teaching law at Université Laval and 
practising law in Québec City, Dr. Kenniff was appointed 
Assistant Deputy Minister of Municipal Affairs in 1978 and served 
as Deputy Minister of Municipal Affairs from 1979 to 1984. 

He is a member of the Board of Directors and the Executive 
Committee of Les Grands ballets canadiens, President of World 
University Service of Canada, a member of the Board of Directors 
of La Chambre de commerce de Montréal, Chair of its Committee on 
University/Business Cooperation, and Secretary-Treasurer of the 
Conference of Rectors and Principals of Québec Universities.
